Lewis Tewinina, the Carlisle Indian, 
ninth. 
The second man was Hefferon of

years to his credit, and he made a re­ 
markable pace almost to the end of 
twenty-six miles of "he struggle, but 
VJayes was the better man. 
Friends 
of ftefferon exnlain that he Is at his 
best at forty miles and that the Mara­ 
thon event was too short for him, but 
certainly he is one of the most won­ 
derful runners in the world. 
The first Englishman who crossed 
the line-camo in twelfth.

T. Clark, and was not one of those 
counted upon to win. 
Duncan, the 
former English champion, who won 
the preliminary English trial, fell ou’ 
at the twelfth mile and like several 
other contestants, was taken info a 
motor car and brought to the stadium. 


Triumph for North America. 
It is considered generally that the 
race is not only a triumph for the 
United States, but in a larger sense, 
for America, because seven of the 
leaders at the end wore from North 
America. The three Canadians, Wood 
(the Indian), Simpson and Lawson, 
finished fifth, sixth and seventh, re­ 
spectively, and, with the representa­ 
tives of the United States, deprived 
England of its claim to leadership In 
the long distance running branch of 
athletics. 
It will not snatch any laurels from 
the brow of Hayes, who w'on a good 
race, to say that the hero of the day 
was the Italian, Dorando. 
The ad­ 
miration and sympathy of every per­ 
son In the stadium went out to the 
gallant Italian, who, although he did 
not win, deserved to win an.d did more

ENGAGE INDIANS 


Nineteen ol the Utter Killed 


OurinE ttre Battle. 


TWO OF THE SOLDIERS SUM 


Five Others Wounded ae Result of an 


Attempt to Return the Indians to 


Their Reservation— Chief and 
His 


Bon Among the Savage* Who Met 


Death in ths Encounter. 


Tucson, Ariz., July 25.—In a des­ 
perate battle between Mexican troops 
and Papago Indians at the Imaeulada 
ranch, near Cetro, Colo., a mining 
camp in the Altar district of Sonora, 
nineteen 
Indians 
and 
two soldiers 
were killed and 
five soldiers were 
wounded. 
The 
encounter 
resulted 
from an attempt to return the Indians 
to their reservation. 
The Papagos 
are usually peaceful, but many com 
plaints of depredations upon ranches 
by this band caused the government 
on two previous occasions to send 
troops to subdue them. 
The Indians 
fled to the mountains both times. 
The present expedition, under Caj>- 
tain Baron, with sixty soldiers, sur 
prised an Indian village. 
The soldiers 
found no one in camp hut tw’o boys, 
as the remainder of the population 
were gathering caotuc fruit in the 
hills. 
The soldiers set fire to thp 
houses and the Indians rushed to the 
rescue of their homes. 
Seeing the troops, they took refuge 
behind nearby rocks and opened fit.*. 
Paron ordered the bugler to sound the 
retreat. 
The ‘roops retired and the 
Indians pursued, thinking they had 
routed the soldiers. 
The latter, how­ 
ever. soon halted and opened fire, 
killing nineteen of the hostiles and 
wounding many. 
The

wonnded 
with 
them. 
Among the killed are Chief Dolores 
and his son. 
These two are said to 
have be m the chief trouble makers. 
The wounded soldiers were taken to 
Hemioaitlo, 
The scene of the encounter is near 
the International line about eighty 
miles from Santa Ana station on the 
Sonora railroad. 
This Is the first en­ 
counter between 
the 
Papagos 
and 
troops.

wounded.

from an attempt to return th* Indians 
to their reservation. 
The Papagos 
are usually peaceful, hut many com­ 
plaints of depredations upon ranches 
by this hand caused the government 
on two previous occasions to send 
troops to subdue them. 
The Indians 
fled to the mountains both times. 
The present expedition, under Cap­ 
tain Baron, with sixty soldiers, sur 
prised an Indian village. 
The soldiers 
found no one in camp but two boys, 
as the remainder of the population 
were gathering cactuc fruit in the 
hills. 
The soldiers set fire to the 
houses and the Indians rushed to the 
rescue of their homes. 
Seeing the troops, they took refuge 
behind nearby rocks and opened fire. 
Baron ordered the bugler to sound the 
retreat. 
The troops retired and the 
Indians pursued, thinking they had 
routed the soldiers. 
The latter, how- j 
ever, soon halted and opened fire. 
killing nineteen of the hostiles and 
wounding 
many.

Among the killed are Chief Dolores j 
and his son. 
These two are said to 
have been the chief trouble makers. 
The wounded soldiers were taken to 
Hermosillo. 
The scene of the encounter is near 
the international line about eighty 
miles from Santa Ana station on the 
Sonora railroad.

Model Building With Enam eled Steel 
Cells to Replace Sing Sing. 
Sing Sing. New York state’s famous 
penitentiary, will soon be among the 
historic prisons of the past. 
It Is to 
be replaced by perhaps the best prison 
In the world. 
Plans for the new structure have al­ 
ready been approved, and the state 
has purchased a tract of 500 acres for 
$75.000 on the border line 
between 
Orange und Rockland counties. Just 
halfway 
between 
Fort 
Montgomery 
and Iona island, on the west bank of 
Hie Hudson river. 
The prison 
will 
rost $2,000,000. 
Aside from the magnitude of the 
work and the amount of money it will 
cost, there are several things of special 
Interest about the proposed new prison. 
It will l>e the largest in the world, cov­ 
ering about thirty acres, which is three 
times the area of most of the large 
prisons in existence. 
The cell house, 
whicli is to house 2.000 human beings, 
will have 1,408 single cells. 
It will be 
surrounded by large air spaces, and 
the height of the building will be re­ 
stricted to four tiers instead of eight 
, or ten tiers, which is the custom. 
The 
i prison will have a ventilation system 
that will change the nir in each cell 
six times every hour. 
A novelty to be introduced is the use 
of enameled steel in the cells. The in­ 
terior of all walls will be of porcelain 
enamel, the same as bathtubs. 
This 
will be the first prison in which the 
wholesale use of enameled steel has 
l»een tried. 
Up to this time cells have 
been variously constructed of concrete, 
brick, stone and kindred materials. 
Each ceil will contain a water closet, 
wash basin, running water, one bunk 
for a prisoner and a steel case for 
papers. 
The dimensions of the cells 
will be 6 by 10 on the fioor and 8 feet 
6 inches in height. 
The cells will first 
be locked by the keeper, then inter­ 
locked by the supervising officer and 
again interlocked from the warden’s 
office. 
There will not be a piece of wood as 
large as your hand in the cell house, 
where the prisoners are to be locked 
up nights and holidays. All the furni­ 
ture will l>o of steel. 
The only inflam­ 
m able’articles will be the mattresses 
011 which the prisoners sleep and the 
blankets used for coverings.

Model Building With Enameled Steel 
Cells to Replace Sing 8ing. 
Sing Sing, New York state’s famous 
penitentiary, will soon be among the 
historic prisons of the past. 
It is to 
be replaced by perhaps the best prison 
In the world. 
Plans for the new structure have al­ 
ready been approved, and the state 
has purchased a tract of 500 acres for 
$75,000 on the border line between 
Orange and Rockland counties, just 
halfway 
between Fort Montgomery 
and Iona Island, on the west bank of 
the Hudson river. 
The prison will 
cost $2,000,000. 
Aside from the magnitude of the 
work and the amount of money it will 
cost, there are several things of special 
Interest about the proposed new prison. 
It will be the largest in the world, cov­ 
ering about thirty acres, which is three 
times the area of most of the large 
prisons In existence. 
The cell house, 
which is to house 2,000 human beings, 
will have 1,408 single cells. It will be 
surrounded by large air spaces, and 
the height of the building will be re­ 
stricted to four tiers instead of eight 
or ten tiers, which is the custom. The 
prison will have a ventilation system 
that will change the air in each cell 
six times every hour. 
A novelty to be introduced is the use 
of enameled steel in the cells. The in­ 
terior of all walls will be of porcelain 
enamel, the same as bathtubs. 
This 
will be the first prison in which the 
wholesale use of enameled steel has 
been tried. 
Up to this time cells have 
been variously constructed of concrete, 
brick, stone and kindred materials. 
Each cell will contain a water closet, 
wash basin, running water, one bunk 
for a prisoner and a steel case for 
papers. 
The dimensions of the cells 
will be 0 by IO on the floor and 8 feet 
6 inches in height The cells will first 
be locked by the keeper, then inter­ 
locked by the supervising officer and 
again interlocked from the warden’s 
office. 
There will not be a piece of wood as 
large as your hand in the cell house, 
where the prisoners are to be locked 
up nights and holidays. All the furni­ 
ture will be of steel. The only inflam­ 
mable'articles will be the mattresses 
on which the prisoners sleep and the 
blankets used for coverings.

Good Crop Reports and Growth of 
Confidence in Outlook Evident. 
New York, July 25.—Bradstreet’s i 
weekly review of trade says good 
crop reports, the advance of the sea-! 
son and growth in confidence as to 
the trade outlook are reflected in re­ 
ports of moderate enlargement of fu­ 
ture buying at a few large centers, 
notably in the West and Southwest. 
Industrial lines, too, have been bene­ 
fitted by evidences of revival in de­ 
mand and the number of idle opera­ 
tives has been reduced as a whole. 
Still the progress making is of a very 
conservative kind, curtailment of in­ 
dustry is still a marked feature and 
small orders for immediate shipment 
largely make up the volume of busi­ 
ness done by jobbers. 
Retail trade is 
fair as a whole, being stimulated by 
price reduction sales, though com-! 
plaint of stocks not moving rapidly 
come from some cities and collections 
show little, if any improvement. 
Best 
reports come from the Central West, 
Northwest and Southwest, and the ex­ 
cellent outlook for the cotton crop 
makes for a better tone of advices 
from the South. In the leading indus­ 
tries there is noted a more cheerful 
feeling in iron and steel, though trans­ 
actions in pig iron are smaller than 
In recent weeks. 
Numerous resump­ 
tions of car shop concerns are a fea­ 
ture, and the number of idle cars has 
unquestionably been reduced by the 
liberal movement of wheat to market. 
The coal trade is rather dull. 
Lum­ 
ber has a better tone and there is 
more doing in building at many cities.

Shippers Ask Railroad Presi­ 


dents to Meet Them. 


Chicago, July 25— Shipping Infer 
•st» of the entire country, represent­ 
ed by a committee specially appointed 
at a general conference of shippers 
held recently in Chicago, decided at a 
meeting here to ask presidents of 
Eastern railroads to meet them to 
discuss 
the 
proposed 
increase 
in 
freight rates. 
It was the unanimous 
opinion of the committeemen that be- 
| fore beginning a fight against the in- 
, crease it would be wise to bring about 
■uch a meeting with the railroad offi 
cials, if possible, although at the same 
time asking them to put no advances 
in effect until after the conferences 
had been held. 
W. P. Brown, vice 
president of the Illinois Central lines, 
who was in Chicago, is said to have 
expressed willingness to agree to the 
plans of the shippers. 
The meeting of the committee was 
presided over by President F. W. Up- 
harn of the Illinois Manufacturer»’ as­ 
sociation. 
The 
conference 
decided 
not to take action until the increase of 
rates, which goes in effect on Aug 10 
to Texas common points, the Judgment 
of the committeemen being that If no 
action was taken the committee would 
be in better position to meet the rail­ 
road officials In conference. 
Although 
evincing a disposition to go as far as 
possible to obtain an amicable settle 
ment of the controversy, lines were 
laid for a fight if necessary. 
Attor­ 
ney Levy Mayer told those present 
that If vigorous action should be de­ 
cided upon later, there was no doubt 
but that an injunction could be ob­ 
tained preventing the roads from put­ 
ting into effort any advanced rates 
until after the Interstate commerce 
commission had had opportunity to 
pass upon their reasonableness.
